DIVORCE RULING. 


Judge 
Says 
Decrees 
Cannot Be 


Granted by Mutual Consent. 


Lansing. 
Feb. 
20.—Circuit Judjre 
Wiest Saturday made a new ruling in 
divorce cases. The case was one where- 
in the husband asked for a det-rce on 
the ground of desertion, but testified 
that hi» wife left home with his con- 
sent and he had never endeavored to 
have her return, 
on 
this point the 
judge said: 


"This Is not desertion within the 
meaning of the statute. 
The law re- 
iiulres something more than mere liv- 
ing apart for two years. 
The law pro- 
hibits a divorce by consent of the 
parties. 
The marriage relallon?» may 
not be laid aside by will of the parties. 
The law requires »ome preliminaries 
before the marrlago can be pt*ríormed, 
and also a few preliminaries before It 
can be 
dissolved. 
Desertion 
cannot 
exist wheru the oartlc» dtsirc tu break 
u|) the home and sever th«» martial re- 
lations, and It can only e.xUt where one 
parly trle.s to maintain the relations 
and the other will not."

tire broke out, waking the sleeping camp. 
It was the heaviest fire during the war, and 
all awaited with foreboding the news of 
Its effect. 
It .soon developed that 
the 
Gloucesters and Essexes had lost 
their 
way and had bivouacked, in error, cio.se to 
the Boer laager on the north side of the 
river. Aa soon aiä they were perceived by 
the enemy, the latter fusllated. Wonderful 
to tell, the British casualties were practic­ 
ally none. 


‘‘There was desultory firing all day ion# 
on both the north and south banks', Gen. 
Knox'e brigade holding and pushing for­ 
ward the line south of the river, while Gen. 
ßmith-Dorrien, on the north side, worked 
toward the laager. Meanwhile Gen. French 
iidvanced, In a far easterly direction, near 
a kopje held by a stron« force of Cronje'a 
men. reenforced by a Ladysmith contin­ 
gent. At the same time Gen. Broadwood’s 
brigade, with a battery of borse artillery, 
took up position« to tbe left and rear of 
Ik* Mme kopje.

seems that Gen. Cronje Is willing to î»ur- 
render, but that the young Transvaalers 
refuse. 
The other beleaguered Boers are 
anxious to give up. 


"A British doctor, who visited the Boer 
lines 
to see 
the wounded, found the 
trenches along the river full of wounded 
and saw many dead. A deserter who cr.me 
Into camp last night says that yesterday's 
bombardment was appalling !n its effects, 
especially in the case of the howitzers’ 
batteries enfilading the river. 


“Everybody admires the .«plendid stand 
of the burghers, but, from a humanitarian 
tioint of view, it is considered that further 
resistance on the part of Gen. Cronje will 
be criminal. 
Every sharpnel shell finds a 
victim and unless a miracle occurs his force 
must be wiped out or captured. The former 
result is terrible to comemplate; but, al­ 
though It would require a few days It 
would be easy to accomplish. 


Offer In llefim ed. 


"To-day Lord Roberts ¡?ent Qen. Cronje 
an offer of a safe conduct for the \tomen 
and children, together with a free pass to 
any point for them, and also an offer of 
doctors and medicine. Cronje’s reply was 
a curl refuî^ul, and de.sultory s*helling was 
resumed.*’

SPANISH WAR CLAIMS. 


Gen. Dix Is Having a BIk Job in the 
Matter. 


Lansing, Feb. 26.—Auditor-General 
Dix has an Irksome task to .perform 
looking over and sorting out the claims 
of soldiers of the Spanish war for re­ 
lief provided for by an act passed at the 
last special session of the legislature, 
making an appropriation of $40,000 for 
this purpose. 
As nearly as it has 
been determined the claims tiled ag­ 
gregate nearly twice the amount of ap­ 
propriation, and it is neces'^ary for 
the 
auditor-general 
to 
pass upon 
all claims presented, rejecting those 
which are found to be uuwhorphy and 
cutting down others in wUich 
the 
Charlies are too heavy. 
The claims 
are now being gone over a second time 
for tne purpose of harmonizing them 
and tixintr uniform rates of charges. 
At present it irf the <»f)lnlon of the audi- 
t»»r-general that 75 per cent of the face 
of the claims can be paid from the ap 
propriation, but payment cannot be 
made much before March 10. 


RAISE SUGAR BEETS. 


THE ADVICE OF DISINTERESTED 
PAPEKS. 


In every part of the state the news­ 
papers are raising their voices against 
the action of the farmers in turning 
down the sugar beet growing proposi­ 
tion. 
Such advice as this could be ex* 
peeled from the papers published in 
the cities where there are sugar fac­ 
tories but some of the papers published 
where there are no sugar factories, or 
any likelihood of any being built, are 
very positive in their demand that the 
industry shall be continued. 
Here are 
a couple of samples of the Ideas on the 
subject: 


South Haven Messenger: The ex­ 
perience of most farmers who grow 
beets last year was not encouraging. 
Many of them thought they did not 
get adequate pay for the labor expended 
and decided at once not to attempt 
It again. 
Did It ever occur to them 
that many times some other crop, 
even one with the raising of which 
they were familiar, has often failed to 
pay, or been acomplete failure? W heat 
sometimes 
falls. 
Corn 
is often a 
poor crop. 
Peaches aro 
uncertain. 
Had they had a poor first crop of corn, 
would they have stopped at that? 


Prom the best information obtainable 
It peems that beet raising is profitable 
under ordinary conditions, and failure 
the first time should not discourage 
them entirely. 
.Moreover, the sugar 
companies aro this year olTering better 
prices and making conditions ea-ier. 


Muskegon Chronicle: It Is a pity the 
new beet suarar factories in southwest­ 
ern Michigan have to go to Northern 
Indiana this year for their supply of 
roots. 
Of 'ourse Michigan farmers ilo 
not want to crrow beets at a loss, i'ut 
are they not too soon becoming dis­ 
couraged when it is known that tho!*e 
of other states have done well in the 
business? 
Few crops are 
profilable 
every year. 
The new industry de­ 
serves more than one season« trial.

A STATKMENT OF THK CASK. 
Arthur J. Kddy In the Sunday Times 
Herald contributes a very valuAble 
paper frum the lei?al »«tandpoiQt in the 
war between England and the Trans* 
vaal repul^lic. He thus 
introduces 
himielf: 


My interest in the South African con­ 
troversy is that of a lawyer and a di»- 
Interested onlooker, in »o far as senti* 
ment is pernaitted to tret the better of 
judgment, my sympathy is entirely 
with England—not as against 
the 
Boers, but as against all eontioental 
Europe eager for her downfall. One 
may even be permitted to feel some 
resentment toward the one mao who 
has involved England in a struggle 
which, means intlnitely more to her— 
and in a sense to us as a part of the 
Eogiish'spealcing race—than all South 
Africa is worth. But neither sympathy 
noreentiment has anything to do with 
the merits of the controversy, and the 
merit« we will endeavor to ascertain. 


Mr. .Eddy quotes at length the agree­ 
ment of the convention of 
and adds: 


From the plain language of the con­ 
vention and from the interpretation 
placed upon it by successive English 
ministers, it is plain that the Trans­ 
vaal republic, so far as all its internal 
alTairs are concerned, is as independent 
as the United States, with the same 
right to extend or withhold the suf­ 
frage, to impose taxes, to grant con­ 
cessions, that any independent govern 
ment has. 


Such was the status of the Transvaal 
republic under the convention of 181^4. 
“a foreign state, a foreign power, with 
which her Majesty is at peace and tn 
treaty relations">-a free and independ­ 
ent people. The rich gold diucoveries 
of 1^5 and 
(prior to these ytars 
ftold mining iu the Transvaal attracted 
few seulers) at Moodies and Barberton, 
and later at Witwatersrand, brought in 
speculators, traders and miners with a 
rush. Within two years 10,000 or 12,- 
000 came in. These imntigranis have 
been called by the Dutch term uit- 
landers—in plain English, outsiders, 
immu rants. 


It is eotimated there are at present 
about 70,000 Boers and 170,0iK) uitland- 
ers, principally English iabout four- 
fifths), but with large numbers of Ger­ 
mans, French, Americans and Sean- 
, dinavians. 


On behalf of the uitlanders it is 
claimed they pay nearly alt ihe taxes, 
own nearly ail the personal property, 
bave developed and built up the coun- 
try, and yet have no vote or voice in 
the government. Without detailing 
them at length we will assume that the 
f^rlevances of the uitlanders have not 
been overstated, that they exist as de­ 
pleted, that the Boers are as ignorant, 
bigoted^ tyrannical as described, and 
that the government is a corrupt and 
oppressive bbligarehy. Yet the fact 
remains these 170,000 uitlanders'—most- 
ly men, and grouped in close touch 
with each other, having nine-tenths of 
the personal property and ample op* 
portunlties for organi^.ation—bave lived 
in meek subjection to 70,000 widely 
•cattered Boers—farmers—without re­ 
bellion 
and 
without 
insurrection. 
When Dr. Jameson, in December, 189.'), 
came over the border with his 500 well- 
armed men for the sole purpose of aid­ 
ing the 170,000 uitlanders and at tbe 
eleventh hour a corporal’s guard of 100 
went out to meet him aod these uad 
the Johannesburtr committee promptly 
Uid down Hjyir arms without so mucu 
tU & skirmish. Tnen the comraitiet. 
complained tb4t Dr. Jameson Cdme too 
Boou—too soon! as if any day could be 
too sown for 100,000 men concentrated 
together to ruUe against 30,WO scatter­ 
ed,iwrmers; ikn if either Englibhmen or 
Aiiiei'ieans would stop to count the 
udUrt or the cost if really oppressed to 
the point of insurrection. 


And, by the way, where are these 
100,0110 uitlanders serving at the pres­ 
ent momeutV But no matter what the 
uitlanders are now doing, the point is 
that at no time from the discovery of 
gold to the outbreak of the war did 
their grievances compel them to an in- 
burrection~'in fact, at no time were the 
grievances su :b that the German, or 
me French, or the American, or the 
Scandinavian uitlanders addressed any 
mamoriais to their government for in- 
trrvention or protection. Assuming 
the grievances to have been all that 
has been described, the country was at 
peace 
With the country at peace, 
with no insurrection, no rebellion, no 
bloodshed, no lives threatened, with all 
uitlanders-—English, German, French, 
American.Scandinavian-—treated alike, 
England had no rigbt to intervene on 
behalf of her subjects and demand they 
be given the rigfcit* to vote or any other 
privilege?. 


The effort is made to arouse sym­ 
pathy by appealing to the American 
sentiment against ‘‘taxation without 
representation,” but the history of the 
negotiations shows that the Boers of­ 
fered to grant to the uitlanders the

Taft, of Cincinnati, to be the 
tirst civilian governor of the territory 
of the Philippines when th at territory 
is established provisionally by the exec­ 
utive, if congress fails to legislate to 
that end within the next two months. 


Judge T a ft’s appointment and his 
inducement to surrender his life posi* 
tion on the bench 
are attributed to 
.Judge Day, formerly secretary of state 
and president of the Paris peace com­ 
mission, as well as the most trusted 
friend and adviser of 
the 
presiflent, 
udge Day 
brought 
Jud^e Taft 
to 
Washington and joined with the pres­ 
ident In urging him to make the per­ 
sonal sacrifices re<]uired and to take up 
he great, responsibility. 
It 
became 
known to several oilicials that the pres­ 
ident’s first impulse was to trust the 
stablishment of the Philippine terri­ 
torial govvrnmeni to Judge Day, whose 
hejilth, however, was too precariotis to 
permit him to undertake the voyage 
and the long confinement in the tropics. 
It was .ludge Day who suggested Judge 
Taft, and secured his acceptance. 


Judge Taft is only 42 years of age, 
and is physically fitted, for the extreme- 
arduous labors that will fall to a 
conscientious 
man 
undertaking the 
great task before him. 
He resigned 
fiom the bench, to take efTect March 15, 
when it is expected that the new com­ 
mission of wliich he is the head will 
start for Manila.

now completing the final volumes of 
their reiiort. 
i t is not likely thnt any 
of them will be connectcd witli the new’ 
commission, wliich is constituted sole­ 
ly for the inauguration of civil admin­ 
istration to replace military rule 
os 
soon as possible in the pacified portions 
■of the Philii)pines. Judge Taft and his 
colleagues will go ic Manila and will re­ 
lieve Cien. Otis of all but strictly mil­ 
itary matters. 


Tliey will take over the customs and 
other services, establish schools 
and 
conrts and put the territorial machin­ 
ery at work, assuming the chief [ilaces 
themselves, according to their spccial 
fitness. The commission will take with 
it a large number of emj)loyes, as the 
government now orguni/ed will be the 
loundation of all othei h tt) etiine so long 
as the 1‘hilippines remain territory of 
the United .States, 
l-^xactly what line 
will be drawn between the new commis­ 
sion’s powers and the power of the mil­ 
itary governors has not been definitely 
settled, but it is the president’s hope 
to make the civil government supreme 
and to be able soon to w ithdraw a large 
part of the military and naval power 
now rcijuired. 


Judge T aft’s appointment ascommiB- 
fiioner does not reipiire the consent oi 
tiie senate, for iwitil congress provides 
tor the government of tlie Philippines 
tlioy will continue under tin* supreme 
control of the president, whose agents 
Avill be comjiensated out of the island 
revenues. 
It is understood that Ju d g e 
Taft w ill receive $25,(KJ0 a year, and tliat 
his colleagues on the commission will 
be treated with similar liberality. 


William Howard Taft was born in 
Cincinnati on September 15, 1857, and 
was graduated from Yale in 1878. 
lie 
was.at one time solicitor general of the 
United States. 
He was commissioned 
jtKlge for the Sixth circuit on March 
17, 1892, and iias ever since held that 
place. 
lie is a son of the late Alphonso 
Tafi, attorney general of the United 
States.
